ANGLO-IRANIAN OIL COMPANY, 
LIMITED 
LORD CADMAN’S SPEECH 


The Thirtieth Ordinary General Meeting of the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Company, Limited, was held, on 26 June, at the Chartered 
Insurance Institute, 20, Aldermanbury, London, E.C. 

The Rt. Hon. Lord Cadman, G.C.M.G., D.Sc., LL.D. (chair- 
man of the company), presiding, said :— 

Ladies and gentlemen,—In addressing you a year ago I was 
able to inform you that the story of the preceding year was 
one of expansion in all branches of the company’s activities. 
The record of 1938 is that we largely succeeded in maintaining 
the position which we had achieved, despite international un- 
rest and disturbances, industrial setbacks, and the commercial 
difficulties which arise in their train 

PROFIT FOR THE YEAR 

You will see that the profit for 1938 amounted to £6,109,477, 
a figure which has permitted us to recommend a final dividend 
of 15 per cent., making 20 per cent. for the year. Royalty 
and taxation payable to the Iranian Government, at £3,307,479, 
shows a small decrease as compared with last year; and the 
provision for income tax and National Defence Contribution 
is nearly £500,000 lower. You will notice that we have placed 
£300,000 to general reserve, bringing its total to £1,500,000. 

Among the assets, the first two items, refinery, etc., and 
stocks of stores, have increased by £2,190,000 and £1,250,000 
respectively. Debtors and debit balances have risen by £620,000 
owing partly to temporary investments which cannot properly 
be included under cash and partly to larger advances to certain 
of our allied companies. Gilt-edged and other investments show 
a slight increase. 

NET PRODUCTION OF CRUDE OIL 

Net production of crude oil from our fields in Iran amounted 
to 10,195,000 tons. We received 1,229,000 tons of crude from 
the Iraq Petroleum Company and produced 132,000 tons from 
our own field at Naft Khaneh, in Iraq. Aggregate production 
and receipts amounted, therefore, to 11,556,000 tons. Haft Kel 
and Masjid-i-Sulaiman contributed to Iranian production in the 
proportion, approximately, of 2 to 1. 

THE GACH SARAN FIELD 

The phases in the life of any individual oilfield—discovery, 
development, exploitation and decline—make it essential that 
further reserves in the form of new fields should be at hand. 
We are fortunately placed in this respect. Gach Saran, which 
I mentioned as a new discovery two years ago, is in the early 
stages of development. Drilling to define the extent of the 
field has continued actively throughout the year. Production 
units, houses, and the necessary amenities for employees are 
being prepared. In addition, work is in progress on the con- 
siderable task of providing means for the conveyance of oil 
from Gach Saran to the sea. Our intention is that the main 
ocean terminal for the shipment of this oil shall be at Bandar 
Mashur, on the Khor Musa. 

In order, however, to permit the earliest possible development 
of the field we are, in the first place, connecting Gach Saran 
by a 12-in. pipeline to Abadan refinery. The line will be 165 
miles long and will traverse difficult and diversified country. 

Exploratory drilling is proceeding in three other areas to 
which I have referred in the last two years. At Naft-i-Safid, 
or White Oil Springs, four wells in all have been drilled. Up 
to the present, however, one only has struck oil. Two wells 
have been drilled at Lali, 20 miles north-west of Masjid-i-Sulai 
man, and have produced large quantities of gas and a little 
oil. Drilling is continuing here and also on the Agha Jari 
Pazanun structure where, in addition to high-pressure gas, crude 
oil was struck at 8,810 ft. in the Agha Jari section. 

The most important section of our exploratory work during 
1938 remains to be mentioned, namely, the concluding phase of 
the extensive survey needed to select the areas, not exceeding 
100,000 square miles, which will constitute the company’s future 
concessionary territory. The work of selection was completed 
in good time, thanks to the assistance rendered to our survey 
parties by the Iranian Government and to the assiduity of our 
panel of geological advisers and our own geological staff. 

THE FUTURE 

With regard to prospects for the future, the confidence which 
is essential to buoyant international trading conditions is absent. 
In common with all other concerns whose primary interest lies 
in freedom of international trade and stable conditions, we must 
hope that the remainder of 1939 and the years that follow will 
witness a return to tranquillity. 

In the circumstances of to-day, the possibility of maintaining 
the volume of our sales during the remainder of the current year, 
and at what prices, are questions on which no one can speak 
with certainty. So far this year prices are lower than they were 
for the same period of 1938. We all hope, however, that inter- 
national and market conditions will improve. If they do, we 
are fully equipped to meet increased demands and to derive 
whatever benefit the level of prices will allow. 

The report was unanimously adopted.

COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH 
INDIVIDUAL STATISTICS 
Meriop or ApsusTING NOoN-COMPARABLE FIGURES 


In comparine sales figures for individual concerns 


with the published results, it should be remembered 


that retailers use a variety+ of accounting periods ani 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns, have, there- 
fore, to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1938 and 1939 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which sell- 
ng took place in their shops during the period to which 
their figures relate. On each return, therefore, the 
1958 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the appro- 
priate amount to make them comparable with 1939 so 
far as length of period is coneerned. The number of 
selling days in the calendar month of May was the 
same in 1939 as in 1938, but corrections for differences 
n length of period were necessary on a few of the 
schedules.

TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED OR CLOSED 
3RANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 

It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to trade of branches or depart- 
ments which have been established for a year at least 
and which were, therefore, actually in operation in the 
two months for which the return is made. The object 
of this is to minimise the danger of showing as a general 
expansion of sales in any district movements which are 
not representative of average operating results and 
which possibly reflect transfers of trade from established 
to newly-opened concerns. Once the new branch or 
department can report its own sales not only for the 
month in the current year but also for the same month 
a year earlier, the percentage movements recorded 
should not be seriously affected, but as the first com- 
parison will be with a period of expanding sales the 
published statistics will have a favourable bias. 


SALES 


COMPARISON WITH TWELVE Montus EARLIER 


Daily sales in May 1939 were 9:1 per cent. higher than 
in May 1938, when, however, the level was 6:1 per 
cent. below that of May 1937. The Whitsuntide holiday 
occurred during May this year and also in 1937, but 
during June in 1988. It may be expected, therefore, 
that the sharp rise in May will be offset by a fall in 
sales per selling day inJune. Six of the seven districts 
showed a pronounced upward movement, ranging from 
87 per cent, in Suburban London to 13°5 per cent. in 
the Midlands and South Wales; in Central and West 
End London a decline of 4:2 per cent. took place. 


Sales of food and perishables, which accounted for 
approximately 51 per cent. of the total value reported 
for May, were higher than last year by 8°9 per cent. 
The only district decrease (4:5 per cent.) was, as in 
April, in Central and West End London, where the 


sample differs in certain respects from those available 


for other parts of Great Britain. Increases varied from 
8:5 per cent. in the South of Engtand to 11:1 per cent. 
in the Midlands and South Wales. 


Sales of other merchandise per selling day, for which 
a fall of 8°3 per cent. was reported a year ago, rose by 
94 per cent. In this division of merchandise also, 
Central and West End London alone showed lower 
sales, the decline amounting to 4:1 per cent. In the 
other districts increases ranged from 8'8 per cent. in 
Suburban London to 17°5 per cent. in the Midlands 
and South Wales. The substantial increase of 
23°7 per cent. for boots and shoes must be considered 
in conjunction with the decrease of 16:7 per cent. 
recorded for that category a year ago, and the same 
consideration applies to the increases of 147 per 
cent. for men’s and boys’ wear, which declined 
by 92 per cent. a year ago, and of 12:0 per cent. 
for women’s wear, the corresponding decline for which 
was 7-1 per cent. The range of movement among the 
main categories of merchandise was very wide in May, 
varying from a decline of 6:0 per cent. for piece-goods 
to the above-mentioned rise of 23°7 per cent. for boots 
and shoes. All seven districts shared in the increase for 
the last-named category and also in that for men’s and 
boys’ wear.

London remained the only district with sales below 
the 1988 level. The increases for the two main 
divisions, viz., food and perishables and other mer- 
chandise, were almost identical, 3:7 per cent. and 3°8 
per cent., respectively. Sales were lower than last 
year in piece-goods, furnishing, hardware, and sports 
and travel goods, but higher in the other principal 
categories. 


INDEX NUMBERS 


AVERAGE DaILy SALES IN 198% = 100 


The incidence of the Whitsuntide holiday affected the 
April-May movement this year. The index for total sales 
rose from 108 to 111 for the country as a whole and, 
except in the South of England, where no change was 
recorded, the district indexes all moved upwards. A 
year ago the index for the country as a whole fell from 
107 to 101 and the district indexes all moved down- 
wards, except in Central and West End London, where 
no change was recorded. 


Daily sales of food and perishables were slightly 
lower in value in May than in April, the index numbers 
being 112 and 113 respectively; changes in the seven 
districts were slight. 


The index number for other merchandise rose from 
103 to 109, the corresponding movement in 1938 being 
a fall from 103 to 100. The increase was most marked 
in Scotland (103 to 117), in the North-West (106 to 
118) and in the Midlands and South Wales (109 to 120), 
and was also appreciable in the North-East and in 
Suburban London. Seasonal influences account for 
most of the rise in apparel (108 to 123). The index 
number for household goods rose in Seotland, Central 
and West End London, Suburban London and the 
South of England, but fell elsewhere, and remained 
unchanged on balance at 93. 


STOCKS 


The value at cost of total stocks at the end of May 
1939 was 2°8 per cent. below that recorded a year 
earlier; this decline compares with 1:‘8 per cent. for 
April and 2:3 per cent. for March. Apart from food and 
perishables (stocks of which for some time past have 
been greater than a year ago, in May by as much as 
13-4 per cent.), every main category showed a lower 
figure for stocks in 1939 than in 1938. The fall in 
stocks of merchandise other than food amounted to 
3°8 per cent. The reduction in value was largest in 
fancy departments (6:4 per cent.) and furnishing de- 
partments (5:3 per cent.). 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of employees at the end of May 
was 1:1 per cent. greater than a year earlier in those 
establishments for which information regarding em- 
ployment was available, the increase, which was 
slightly larger than in recent months, being shared by 
all districts except Central and West End London. As 
in the case of sales, the increase was largest in the 
Midlands and South Wales area. The numbers in- 
cluded in selling staffs rose in about the same propor- 
tion as total employees (1:0 per cent.), The number of 
juveniles, however, declined by 2°4 per cent., the only 
district for which an increase was recorded being the 
South of England.

GALLANTRY AT SEA 


OFFICIAL RECOGNITION 


The Board of Trade have awarded pieces of plate to 
Alan Magnay Atkinson, Master, and Arthur Butter- 
worth, Chief Officer, and sums of money to seven other 
members of the crew of s.s. ‘‘ Waziristan ’’ in recog- 
nition of their services in connection with the rescue 
of the crew of the s.s. “‘ Ulmus,’’ which caught fire off 
Cape Trafalgar on 18 January 1939. 


The s.s. ‘‘ Ulmus,’’ with a crew of 25, caught fire during 


heavy weather while on a voyage from Nemours to Granton, 


An 8.0.8. was sent out and answered by the ‘‘ Waziristan.” 
At 2 a.m. the steering gear of the ‘‘ Ulmus”’ jammed and 
she was rendered helpless. The ‘‘ Waziristan ’’ manceuvred 
into a position to leeward of the ‘‘ Ulmus,”’ and, although 
enveloped in smoke and sparks from the fire, launched the 
starboard lifeboat in charge of the Chief Officer and manned 
by five members of the crew, and succeeded in reseving 
fourteen members of the crew of the “ Ulmus.’’ 

Owing to heavy seas the boat was extensively damaged 
against the sides of the ‘‘ Waziristan’’ while embarking 
the men and had to be cast adrift. The ‘‘ Waziristan ’’ had 
by now drifted some distance to leeward of the ‘‘ Ulmus,”’ 
but she was maneeuvred into position again and at 4.45 a.m. 
the port lifeboat, in charge of the Chief Officer and manned 
by six members of the crew, was launched. 

After two hours this boat returned having succeeded in 
taking off the remainder of the crew of the ‘‘ Ulmus,’’ but 








the crew were becoming exhausted, and it was seen that 
they would have great difficulty in making the ‘ Wazi- 
ristan.’”’ A line was, therefore, fired from the ‘‘ Wazi- 
ristan’’ to the boat and she was hauled alongside. The 
crew were taken on board, but the lifeboat, having been 
extensively damaged, was cast adrift. 

The crew of the ‘‘ Ulmus’’ were eventually landed at 
Gibraltar at 7.30 p.m. 


BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
FUSION WELDED AIR RECEIVERS 


The British Standard for fusion welded air re- 
ceivers B.S. No. 487-1939, first issued in 1983 and sub- 
sequently revised in 1937 has now been further revised. 

This revision (published May 1939) was originally under- 
taken in order that the provisions in regard to access might 
be reviewed in the light of the requirements of the Factories 
Act, 1937. 

The lower limit to which the specification is applicable 
has been defined to exclude air receivers smaller than 
9 inches internal diameter, these smaller air receivers, 
together with pressure paint containers, being the subject 
of separate specifications. 

An important additional amendment is the omission of 
the provision referring to lacing straps. A number of 
minor amendments have been made, and the appendix in 
connection with the tensile test pieces has been brought 
into line with the revised B.S. 18 Tensile Testing of Metals.

PLAIN SHEET ZINC ROOFING 


The Standard (B.S. No. 849/1939) which has 
recently been issued by the British Standards Insti- 
tution is of considerable interest to the building 
industry in that it embodies in one and the same docu- 
ment a specification for material and a code of practice 
relating to its method of use. 

The standard is in two parts, the first which includes 
specification requirements governing the quality of zinc 
sheet suitable for roofing. The chemical composition of the 
metal is specified, together with a bend test. 

An interesting feature of the clause requiring the mark- 
ing of the thickness of the sheet is the stipulation that, in 
addition to the zinc gauge number, the corresponding 
s.w.g. number is also to be marked. This will prove dis- 
tinctly useful to those who are not conversant with the 
zinc gauge. 

An appendix to the specification gives the dimensions of 
the zinc gauge, together with the corresponding s.w.g. 
numbers. 

The code of practice forms the subject of the second part 
of the standard. The code deals with the method of laying. 
Details of construction of the roof are given and the laying 
of zine sheet on flat roofs and pitched roofs are dealt with 
in full. The methods of fixing and joining are illustrated 
by diagrams. 

A further section is devoted to roof fittings. Some notes 
on a number of the requirements specified are given in an 
appendix, and these should prove very useful.

WATER HEATERS 


The British Standards Institution has just issued 9 
specification for thermostatically-controlled thermal- 
storage electric water heaters with copper containers 
from 14 to 100 gallons capacity, No. 843-1939. 

In preparing the specification, the recommendations of 
the Electrical Development Association were taken as a 
general basis. 
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The specification should prove of particular value to 
supply authority engineers, who have in the past had to 
draft their own specifications when inviting tenders. 

The performance tests included in the specification are 
very comprehensive, and have been devised to ensure, as 
far as possible, that water heaters complying with the 
specification will give satisfactory performance under all 
reasonable conditions of use. 


The British Waterworks Association and the Metro- 
politan Water Board have co-operated closely in the 
preparation of the specification, and a number of 
clauses have been included which should facilitate the 
obtaining of the approval of water authorities. Copies 
of this new British Standard may be obtained from the 
British Standards Institution, 28, Victoria Street, 
London, S.W.1.

AIRCRAFT MATERIALS AND PARTS 


The British Standards Institution has recently pub- 
lished the following new British Standard specifications 
for aircraft purposes :— 


A. 15. Hexagonal Headed Bolts (High Tensile Steel).— 
This specification is limited to bolts machined from bars 
and covers 4 to 1 inch B.S.F. and Nos. 2, 4 and 6 B.A. 
sizes. A large number of standard lengths of shank, each 
having their own part number, are provided, increasing in 
steps of 0-1 inch, e.g. the overall lengths of shank for a 
3-inch B.S.F. bolt range from 1:2 to 6-1 inches. In order 
to distinguish the bolts from those of the low tensile steel 
type the heads are required to be marked with a vee-shaped 
groove on the hexagonal faces. 


A. 14. Hezagonal Brass Nuts.—This specification covers 
ordinary nuts and thin nuts, the latter being primarily for 
locking purposes for turnbuckles and similar fittings. The 
nuts are to be machined from bars complying with B.S. 
Specifications No. 3 B.13 or No. 249 for Brass Bars (High 
Speed Screwing and Turning). 


S.P.8. Turnbuckles (Tension Rod Type).—This specifi- 
cation covers the material and dimensions for turnbuckles 
of the tension rod type. The fitting comprises a right- and 
left-hand threaded tension rod used in conjunction with 
two standard fork joints (S.P.3). The fork joints may be 
fitted with rollers in the case of turnbuckles placed in the 
run of a wire or wire cable or with a roller at one end and 
a pin at the other if placed at the end of a wire or wire 
cable for connection to a wiring lug. 


47.47. Brass Tubes for Honeycomb Type Radiators for 
Aircraft (Revision).—The revision includes a mercurous 
nitrate test as a check on the tendency of the tubes to 
develop cracks due to the internal stresses in the hard 
rolled material. . 


B.S. 5.[.3. Aluminium Alloy Sheets and Coils (Revi- 
sion).—B.S. 2.1.38. Aluminium Coated Aluminium Alloy. 
Sheets and Coils (Revision).—The chemical composition of 
the alloy remains unaltered with the exception that the 
upper limit for magnesium has been raised to 0-8 per cent. 
The copper used for making the alloy is to assay not less than 
99-8 per cent. No alteration has been made to the mechanical 
properties of the material other than the substitution of a 
plain bend test for the 90° reverse bend test for sheets or 
strip 12 s.w.g. thick and thinner. 


_ The principal modifications introduced relate to the test- 
ing procedure. 


B.S. 3.4.50. Eyeleted Fuselage Webbing (Revision).— 
The principal revision consists in the adoption of a modified 
method of holding the webbing in the test for the deter- 
mination of the tensile breaking strength of the material to 
avoid erratic results due to the sample slipping in the jaws 
of the testing machine. Provision has also been made for 
testing the material in a machine with a constant rate of 
traverse as well as in a machine with a constant rate of 
loading.

TECHNICAL EDUCATION IN MINING 


The Miners’ Welfare Committee announce the launching 
of a new scheme under the title of the ‘‘ Miners’ Welfare 
National Mining Education Scheme’’ to encourage the 
development of technical education in mining throughout 
all the coalfields. Commencing with the present year, about 
30 scholarships, value £20 a year tenable for four years, 
will be awarded each year to assist suitably qualified workers 
employed in the coal-mining industry to attend advanced 
courses in mining, leading up to the Colliery Manager’s 
First or Second Class Certificate of Competency examina- 
tions of the Mines Department. The scholarships will be 
awarded on the results of a competitive examination to 
candidates whose employers release them on one day each 
week to enable them to attend a day course of instruction. 
The scholarships will be tenable at institutions for technical 
education approved by the Miners’ Welfare Committee. 
In the fourth and subsequent years of the operation of the 
scheme, there will be about 120 assisted students each year. 


The scheme will be maintained from the income of an en- 
dowment of £75,000 provided from the Miners’ Welfare 
Fund. Intending candidates can obtain full particulars 
of the scholarships from their local education authority or 
from the Miners’ Welfare Committee, House, 
Tufton Street, London, S.W.1.

Tue Miners’ WELFARE FuND 


The Miners’ Welfare Fund was created in 1921 by a levy on 
the country’s output of coal. The amount of the levy has usually 
been and is now 1d. per ton, but it was reduced to $d. for a few 
years during the worst of the depression. 


Of recent years public attention has been rather concentrated 
on pithead baths, and the new Scholarship Scheme is a timely 
reminder of one of the many other activities of the Fund, 
namely, education. The Fund had, up to the end of 1938, de- 
voted £1.156,000 to education, of which £326,500 have been 
allocated to scholarships, exhibitions and grants to students. 


The scheme referred to above is the third Scholarship Scheme 
endowed by the Fund. 


SCHOLARSHIP SCHEME 


The first was the National Scholarships’ Scheme open to 
workers in and about coal mines or their children, and has a 
total endowment of £176,000 and an income of about £8,000. 
This Fund has been in operation for about twelve years and is 
used for the grant of scholarships to students taking degree 
courses at universities. During the twelve years 168 scholarships 
have been granted. 


The second scheme to be founded was the Students’ Exhibition * 


Fund. This was founded in 1936 with an endowment of £25,000, 
producing an income of about £880. About ten exhibitions a 
year are granted to assist students to attend universities, but 
they are not limited (as are the National Scholarships) to 
students taking degree courses. 

In addition to these scholarships and exhibitions, the Fund 
has for many years given assistanre in the form of grants to 
many students, and it has now started this third permanent 
scheme by endowing with the sum of £75,000 a Fund to assist 
students to attend advanced day courses in mining. The income 
will be used to assist students whose employers will release them 
from work for one day each week by grants up to £20 a year 
towards the expenses of the course and any loss of wages which 
may be involved. 


PETROLEUM PROSPECTING LICENCES 

The Secretary for Mines announces that a further five 
prospecting licences under the Petroleum (Production) Act, 
1934, and the Petroleum (Production) Regulations, 1935, 
have been issued by the Board of Trade to the Anglo- 
American Oil Company, Limited, of 36, Queen Anne’s Gate, 
London, S.W.i: 


The licences concerned consist of (1) three contiguous 
areas covering about 442 square miles in the county of 
Lancaster, including the towns of Chorley, St. Helens and 
Preston, (2) an area of about 45 square miles in the county 
of Lancaster and adjacent bed of the sea, including Formby 
Point, and (3) an area of about 86 square miles in the 
counties of Midlothian and Peebles, including the village 
of Temple. 


Descriptions of the boundaries of the areas licensed are 
published in the ‘‘ London Gazette ’’? of Tuesday, 27 June, 
and, in addition, those of area (8) in the ‘‘ Edinburgh 
Gazette’? of the same date.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND BRITISH 
GUIANA 


TRADE AND CROPS 
Trade generally is quiet. 


In Barbados the weather has been very dry, and good 
rains would be welcome. The estimate for the sugar crop is 
now given at 156,520 tons. 


In Jamaica, up to 138 May 97,846 tons of sugar had been 
manufactured. Banana exports for the year to 13 May 
amounted to 6,374,146 stems, as compared with 7,248,075 
stems for the corresponding period of 1938. The ginger 
market remains weak. A satisfactory citrus season is now 
over. 


In Trinidad grinding operations on a number of sugar 
estates are completed, but it is feared there will be a deficit 
in the export quota of some 10,000 tons, The local cocoa 
market has been strong because of the short crop. The 
grapefruit crop has been short, due to excessive rains last 
year, but prospects for the coming crop are good. Oil pro- 
duction continues to increase; exports of mineral oil for 
the year to the end of April amounted to 199,935,689 
gallons, as compared with 186,850,353 gallons for the corre- 
sponding period of 1938. 


As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, in 
Antigua 16,382 tons of sugar had been manufactured up to 
16 May. A record cotton crop of some 242,000 Ibs. of lint 
has been shipped. ‘The St. Kitts sugar factory had made 
24,700 tons up to 13 May. Rain is still wanted for the 
young sugar crop. The Grenada cocoa crop is nearly over. 
Very little is on offer in the nutmeg market. All sugar 
factories in St. Lucia are still working, and yields are satis- 
factory. A fair lime crop is expected. Banana exports for 
the year to 23 May were 14,086 stems, as compared with 
29,255 stems for the corresponding period of 1938. Arrow- 
root exports from St. Vincent for the first four months of 
this year amounted to 16,486 barrels, as compared with 
12,238 barrels for the corresponding period of 1938. 


In British Guiana some areas are still flooded, but 
weather conditions generally are favourable for the grow- 
ing sugar canes. Bauxite exports for the year to the end 
of April were 67,380 tons, as compared with 85,854 tons 
for the corresponding period of 1938.—Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 


CANADA 


ONTARIO GOLD ORE MILLINGS IN APRIL

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade condi- 
tions in the Union of South Africa. 


General business in the Union has shown little change 
during the month, but latest reports indicate that some 
improvement is evident in the retail trade in winter goods 
as a result of the colder weather. The building and allied 
industries in Durban are fully employed. Conditions at 
other large centres are steady. The value of the plans 
passed by municipal districts in the Union during the 
twelve months ended March 1939 was £19,831,000, as com- 
pared with £21,718,000 for the corresponding period ended 
March 1938. 


Farming conditions and prospects are virtually un- 
changed. Sales of agricultural implements are fairly well 
maintained, and the prices for fencing material at Cape 
Town are firm with satisfactory demand. 


Gotp Output ReEcorps 


The Transvaal gold output in May (27 working days) 
amounted to 1,083,843 fine ozs., with a value, including the 
premium, on the basis of £7 8s. per fine 0z., of £8,020,438, as 
compared with 1,019,251 fine ozs., with a value, on the 
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basis of £6 19s. 6d. per fine oz., of £7,109,276 for May 1938 
(26 working days). The average daily output fell by 544 
fine ozs. to 40,148, but owing to the longer working period 
and the expansion of new producing mines the output and 
value for May constitute records for the industry. The 
previous records of 1,075,807 fine ozs., valued at £7,960,972, 
were established in March 1939. It is interesting to record 
that in May the value of the monthly production exceeded 
£8 million for the first time in the history of the industry. 

Railway earnings from 7 May to 3 June amounted to 
£2,468,815, as compared with £2,358,231 for the correspond- 
ing period last year. 


Maize, Woot, Skins, Erc. 


An unofficial estimate of the maize crop, based on condi- 
tions prevailing towards the end of May, is 28,325,000 bags, 
representing an increase of 381,000 bags on the official fore- 
cast for April. The local market is firm in sympathy with 
the upward trend of oversea quotations. 

The Union wool-selling season is officially over, but quota- 
tions at the later clearing sales at Port Elizabeth remain 
firm. Stocks on hand are low. 

The mohair season is ended and the results are considered 
satisfactory, unsold stocks being negligible. 

The hide market is steady. 

Merino skins have remained firm, with demand mostly 
on French account. Capeskins are firmer on continued 
demand from the United States. Goatskins are rather 
easier and most descriptions unchanged. 

Ostrich wing feathers are in fair demand, and the prices 
of body goods have advanced 10 per cent. as the supply is 
small. 

The wattlebark market is firm and demand from India 
and the Far East good. 

The extract market is quiet. Turnovers in wholesale 
trade are improving and retail sales of soft goods slightly 
better. 

Conditions in the secondary industries of the Union are 
virtually unchanged, although an increase in activity is 
evident at the clothing and furniture factories and in some 
sections of the engineering industry.

VALUE OF COTTON FABRICS AND 
MANUFACTURES THEREOF FROM JAPAN 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Appraisers’ 
Bulletin, Misc. No. 26, dated 6 June, issued by the 
Dominion Department of National Revenue, which states 
that all cotton fabrics and manufactures thereof imported 
from Japan are now subject to appraisal in pursuance of 
Section 41 of the Canadian Customs Act on the grounds 
that such fabrics and manufactures are not sold for use 
and consumption in Japan except under licence issued by 
the Government. 

It is presumed that action will be taken under paragraph 
(e) of Section 41 of the Canadian Customs Act, which reads 
as follows :— 


41. Whenever goods are imported into Canada under 
such circumstances or conditions as render it difficult to 
determine the value thereof for duty because— 

(e) such goods by reason of the fact that the circum- 
stances of the trade render it necessary or desir- 
able are sold under conditions or to a class of 
purchaser under or to which similar goods are 
not sold by the exporter for home consumption ; 
or such goods are sold or imported in or under 
any other unusual or peculiar manner or condi- 
tion, the Minister may determine the value for 
duty of such goods, and the value so determined 
shall, until otherwise provided, be the value upon 
which the duty on such goods shall be computed 
and levied. 

INTERMEDIATE TARIFF EXTENDED TO 
URUGUAY

FRANCE 
TEMPORARY ADMISSION (ARMAMENTS TAX) 


The French “ Journal Officiel ”’ of 21 June contains three 
Orders, dated 20 June, which extend the system under which 
vertain goods may be imported temporarily into France 
free of ‘‘ Armaments Tax ” to the following articles which 
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are to be re-exported either in the same state or after 
having undergone certain specified processes :— 
Flax (raw in stalks, partly or wholly scutched, combed and 
tow) ; hemp (raw in stalks, hackled, scutched and tow). 
Jute (raw in the fibre, scutched, twisted, combed and tow) ; 
ramie (in the stalk, hackled, scutched and _ tow); 
phormium tenax, abaca, aloe and other vegetable fibres 
not specified in the Tariff (raw, scutched, twisted or in 
coils, combed and tow); coconut fibre. 
Hair of the mohair goat, raw, combed or carded. 


The text (in French) of any of the Orders which give 
detailed particulars regarding the ‘‘ temporary admission ”’ 
of the goods in question may be seen by persons interested 
at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1. 


IMPORT OF FINNISH GOODS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’’ of 6 October 1938 (page 473) regarding the sus- 
pension of the import into France of certain Finnish goods, 
it should be noted that the French “ Journal Officiel ’? of 
20 June announces that the import of these goods may be 
resumed as from that date. 


IMPORT OF SEED POTATOES 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 22 June announces that 
persons wishing to obtain licences for the import of seed 
potatoes during the 1939-40 season must supply to the 
“« Ministére de l’agriculture (direction de l’agriculture, 6e 
bureau) ’’ before 20 July particulars of their imports during 
the period 1 July 1935 to 30 June 1939. If particulars have 
already been given in respect of the seasons 1935-36, 
1936-37 and 1937-38 these need not be supplied again. The 
supply of this information, it is stated, has no bearing on 
the amount to be allocated to each importer: the conditions 
under which licences are to be issued will be announced 
later. 

Importers are reminded that they must not conclude any 
contract until they are in possession of an import licence. 


EXPORT OF FODDER 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 24 June announces 
that a general exception to the restrictions on the export 
of fodder has been granted in respect of meadow hay 
(natural or artificial). Consequently the export of all the 
products affected by the Decree of 21 May 1938 (see the 
‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 26 May 1938, page 742), is 
now unrestricted unti! further notice. 


EXPORT OF GLYCERINE RESTRICTED 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 24 June contains a 
Decree, dated 23 June, which prohibits provisionally the 
export and the re-export following warehousing, transit or 
transhipment of glycerine (Tariff No. 0196). It is provided, 
however, that exceptions to the prohibition may be granted. 
Goods sent abroad before 24 June may be exported under 
the conditions previously in force. 


The export of glycerine was restricted by a Decree of 
24 September 1938, but these restrictions were suspended in 
October 1938. 


EXPORT BOUNTY ON NEWSPRINT 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’ of 25 June contains a 
Decree, dated 23 June, which lays down the conditions 
under which a bounty may be paid on the export of French 
newsprint as provided for by the Decree of 12 November 
1938 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 24 November 
1938, page 719). The amount of the bounty, which will be 
paid on newsprint exported as from 1 January 1939, is 
fixed at 25 frs. per 100 kilogs. net for the current year. 
The Budget Law for 1939 provided that the bounty was to 
be paid on a maximum quantity of 30,000 metric tons 
during 1939. 


FRENCH WEST AFRICA 


ESTABLISHMENT OF TWO-COLUMN TARIFF 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journai”’ of 16 March (page 435) regarding a proposal of 
the Government of French West Africa to introduce a two- 
column Tariff of Customs surtaxes in that territory, it 
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should be noted that the ‘‘ Journal Officiel’* (Paris) of 
23 June states that, as the French Government have not 
announced their decision on this proposal within the pre- 
scribed period of three months, it is to be regarded as 
approved. The new Tariff has, therefore, been promulgated 
by a local Order of 30 May. 


GERMANY 
EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 


By an Order dated 8 June 1939 and effective as from 
20 June 1939, the exportation from Germany of hare and 
rabbit skins (Statistical No. 154) is prohibited, except under 
licence. 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (AGREEMENTS WITH 
HUNGARY AND THE NETHERLANDS) 


The following statement shows the amendments to the 
German Customs Tariff resulting from an Order of 11 April 
1939, provisionally enforcing the provisions of a Fourth and 
Fifth Supplementary Agreement to the Treaty between 
Germany and Hungary and of a Second Agreement between 
Germany and the Netherlands regulating the exchange of 
goods. The tariff modifications took effect on 1 April 1939.

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United Kingdom exporters of goods sold to Turkish 
buyers for payment through the Anglo-Turkish Clearing 
other than those for which payment is received on a ‘‘ com- 
pensation ’’ basis, should satisfy themselves before ship- 
ment that a sufficient portion of the quota remains unused 
to permit the clearance of the goods through the Turkish 
Customs.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
RINDERPEST AND FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE

CUSTOMS CLASSIFICATION OF ARTICLES OF 
EARTHENWARE (LOZA) AND PORCELAIN 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 6 January (page 33) regarding revised Cus- 
toms Tariff classification of and valuations for articles of 
earthenware and porcelain imported into Uruguay, the 
Board of Trade have received a copy of a Decree, dated 
28 February, published in the “‘ Diario Oficial’? of 17 
March, which further revises the classification of these 
articles by extending the scope of Scale 1 of the earthen- 
ware (loza) and porcelain items (Nos. 1,328 and 1,329, 
respectively, of the ‘‘ Ferreteria’”’ Section) to include 
articles of a single colour, i.e. articles whose surface (in- 
terior and exterior) presents a uniform colour, irrespective 
of the colour of the unglazed paste. 

Trade marks, the name of the manufacturer or vendor, 
country of production, etc., even if drawn, stamped or in 
relief, will not be taken into account for the purposes of 
classification under these scales, provided they do not con- 
stitute an actual decoration.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR 
PUBLICITY APPOINTMENT 


At the suggestion of the Department of Overseas 
Trade, the Dunlop Rubber Company, Limited, have 
agreed that Mr. Harold W. Eley, their advertising 
manager, should give the Department the value of his 
guidance and advice as a member of the Publicity 
Committee of the British Industries Fair. Mr. Eley 
is a Fellow of the Incorporated Society of Advertise- 
ment Consultants and a Fellow of the Incorporated 
Advertising Managers’ Association. 


TEXTILES AT THE 1939 FAIR 
DucuEss’s Frock Now Breminc Worn 1n Every Town 


AND CIty 


Two examples of the Royal Family as ambassadors 
of trade and leaders of fashion are illustrated by the 
following facts. 

Women in almost every city and town in the country 
are now wearing dresses on the model of one which the 
Duchess of Gloucester saw at the British Industries 
Fair and immediately ordered for her own personal 
wear. The Duchess stopped to admire the tapestry 
linen garments exhibited by a well-known Nottingham 
firm. She had one made to her own measurements, and 
later wrote to the firm expressing her satisfaction. 

Queen Mary stopped at the same stand to admire 
some Macclesfield silk frocks—and the result has been 
that since the Fair the exhibitors, a 76-year-old firm, 
have done a larger trade than ever before. 


Reports or Business Done 


Reports from exhibitors in the Textiles Section at this 
year’s British Industries Fair yield much interesting in- 
formation regarding the extent and nature of the business 
done. 


Outstanding among these are the report of a Leeds firm 
who say: ‘‘ The 1939 B.I.F., so far as we are concerned, 
has been one of the very best we have ever had. In the 
number of actual callers | don’t think there have been quite 
so many as in other years, but the type of caller has been 
very much better, and we definitely booked more concrete 
business. In addition to a fairly considerable number of 
orders from the home trade, we booked definite business 
(and in one or two cases quite substantial business) from 
Denmark, Dutch East Indies, Hungary, Italy, the United 
States, Greece, Norway, Holland, Belgium, and _ several 
orders for the Dominions booked through London shipping 
houses. In addition to the actual orders booked at the 
Exhibition we had many very healthy enquiries from many 
sources, a number of which have already produced results 
since the Exhibition closed, and we anticipate that this will 
go on for some time. To sum up in a few words, we are 
entirely satisfied with the 1939 British Industries Fair, and 
only hope that next year will be as good.”’ 

A Bradford (Yorkshire) house state: 
sea trade were unsatisfactory. 


*‘Results for over- 
Considerable improvement 
in home trade, sales being increased by 50 per cent. over 
the previous year. After a few years’ experience we have 
come to the conclusion that the B.I.F. does give us valuable 
publicity at a reasonable cost, and is of great value in 
assisting us to make contact with our home trade buyers.’’ 

A Manchester concern report: ‘‘ Business we booked 
was, with one exception, the most satisfactory since the 
beginning of the Textiles Section in its present form. The 
yardage, both in woollen and rayen dress materials and 
soft furnishings, was considerable, and a great proportion 
of the goods was in the nature of intelligent anticipation 
by the buyers and consisted of goods which had to be made 
for delivery in the early autumn. This has consequently 
had a beneficial effect on all operations right through from 
the yarn to the finished article. Business booked for over- 
sea was not very satisfactory as regards volume, but there 
was quite a lot of new enquiries which we hope will bear 
fruit in the near future.”’ 

A Nottingham firm say: ‘“ We took a larger stand than 
ever before, and did a larger trade. We believe in having 
all our representatives at the stand and notifying our 
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customers that they will be there. In this way we manage 
to attract most of our customers to the Fair. Although we 
spend a great deal of money on advertisements, it still 
generously pays for itself. This year our added success was 
due to Queen Mary stopping and admiring our Macclesfield 
silk frocks and the Duchess of Gloucester ordering for her 
own personal wear one of our tapestry linen frocks. We 
made this dress to her own measurements, and have received 
a very charming letter from the Duchess; we have now sold 
this model in practically every city and town in the country, 
As we have been established for 76 years and have a good 
connection we do not cater for oversea trade; in fact, in 
the spring the demand is in excess of our supply in the 
British Isles. We think it would be beneficial to the trade 
as a whole and advantageous to our competitors if more 
would exhibit in our trade—for example, dresses and 
blouses for women’s wear, serving the retail.” 

A London house state: ‘‘ As far as home trade is con- 
cerned, the country buyers, and particularly Scottish and 
North Country buyers, supported us best. Oversea buyers 
were, we think, more active. We opened a new account 
with a decorator in Vancouver. We had a visit from 
members of the Decorators’ Association in Belgium, and 
opened one or two new accounts. Scandinavia—chiefly 
Sweden and Denmark—was the next best area. The fur- 
nished room scheme was a great draw. Country buyers 
asked many questions, and there is no doubt that some 
buyers came specially to see these rooms, buying lengths of 
fabric and items of furniture. Naturally, the cheaper 
rooms attracted the greatest volume of business.’’ 


NEW ZEALAND CENTENNIAL EXHIBITION 
UNITED KINGDOM GOVERNMENT 
PARTICIPATION 
The Department of Overseas Trade announces that 
arrangements for participation by Great Britain in the 
New Zealand Centennial Exhibition, 1939-40, which will 
open at Wellington on 7 November next, are well in hand. 
The participation will take the form of a specially designed 
United Kingdom Government Pavilion. The building will 
be a steel-framed structure with a plaster exterior, and will 
cover an area of approximately 28,000 square feet, 215 tons 
of steel to be used in its construction having been shipped 

to New Zealand in April last from Glasgow. 

The theme chosen for the Government exhibit is ‘‘ Com- 
munications and Transport,’’ and it will show how greatly 
contacts between the countries of the Empire have been 
facilitated by better and speedier forms of communication 
and transport. Scale models of ships, locomotives, motor 
cars and aeroplanes, illustrating their development from 
early times up to the present day, will be suitably displayed, 
together with a large horizontal map of the world, on which 
numerous small model ships will travel along the chief trade 
routes, while the principal air services will be shown by 
means of moving lights.

While the amount of direct employment provided is con- 
siderable and is a welcome relief to the unemployment situa- 
tion, the effect of the establishment of the new industries 
upon the existing trade of the city and port is remarkable. 
In imported raw material alone it is estimated that the new 
industries are bringing an additional half million pounds 
worth of new trade to the port annually. 

Magnesium, Magnesite and Dolomite.—By J. Lumsden, B.Sc. 
(Imperial Institute, South Kensington, London, S.W.7. Price 
2s. 6d. net, post free 2s. 10d.) 

The latest of the numerous mineral monographs issued by 
the Imperial Institute deals with magnesium, magnesite and 
dolomite. It is a work of 126 pages which not only covers all 
aspects of the magnesium metal industry and the other indus- 
tries in which magnesite and dolomite play an important part, 
but also reviews the world resources of magnesium minerals of 
economic importance, particularly magnesite. Although special 
emphasis is laid on Empire deposits those in foreign countries 
are by no means neglected, 29 countries in all being dealt with. 
In addition to descriptions of the deposits, chemical analyses 
and tables of production and trade statistics are included 
where possible. The monograph concludes with a selected list 
of references to technical literature. 

Magnesium metal now occupies a position of great. impor- 
tance in the light metals industry. The commercial manufac- 
ture of the metal was for long .a matter of great technical 
difficulty and Germany was the only manufacturer. Processes 
developed during the past few years, however, have led to a 
greatly increased output, present world production being, it 
is estimated, in the region of 25,000 tons, most of which is 
employed in the light metals industry. The expansion of the 
aircraft and automobile industries in recent years has been 
responsible for the rapid development of the light metals 
industry as a whole, and magnesium alloys, by reason of their 
lightness and rigidity, have taken a large part in this 
development. 

Although magnesite js the chief raw material for the manu- 
facture of magnesium metal it is much more important as a 
refractory material, especially in steel furnaces, in which it 
is used mainly in the form of magnesite bricks. It is widely 
distributed in nature, though extensive deposits of economic 
importance are limited to some eight or nine countries. The 
various types found, each with its own peculiar properties, 
are described, together with their mode of oxcurrence and 
methods of working. 

The monograph also includes sections on dolomite and 
naturally occurring magnesium salts, the uses for which these 
are particularly adapted being described. 

Among Empire resources of magnesite there are extensive 
deposits in India, while the mineral is worked to a less extent 
in the Union of South Africa and Australia. Canada possesses 
large reserves of magnesitic dolomite. The principal foreign 
deposits are located in Germany (Austria), Greece, the United 
States, the Soviet Union and Manchuria. Dolomite is of 
widespread occurrence and the United Kingdom is well sup- 
plied with domestic reserves.

What exactly is happening in Mexico, in the economic and 
social fields? Of what nature are the changes brought about in 
recent years? How, among these changes, does the nationalisa- 
tion of the petroleum industry stand? Hitherto, no attempt 
has been made to give a comprehensive account of these ques- 
tions, and only the scanty news, more often than not mis- 
leading, of the daily Press, has reached the public. There 
was a void, which the ‘‘ Annals of Collective Economy ’’ has 
just filled in by means of an important number dealing with 
“Collective Economy in Mexico.’’ This is a collection of 
independent reports, which, however, are parts of a whole. 
A group of Mexican Professors, representative of all the move- 
ments of opinion prevalent in directing circles, deal with the 
essential problems of their country’s existence, as it is to-day. 
They deal with the nationalisation of the petroleum industry, 
and of the railways, with the new forms of industrial organi- 
sation, the tendencies of the co-operative movement, the 
Agrarian Reforms, agrarian credit, the agrarian problem of 
the Laguna, and the like problem of Yucatan. 

The “‘ Annals of Collective Economy’ with this number 
enters upon the thirty-first year of its existence, and takes 
advantage of the occasion to indulge in a retrospective glance 
at its past career in the first of the two subjects to which the 
issue under review is devoted.

TAXATION IN JAPAN

openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
reculations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, ete.

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers.

METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 
The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any coun- 
try of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
Oversea customers or against foreign debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be governments, municipalities, or private traders. The
